ATLANTA, August 25.—Editors Constitution: 
In his address to the people, published in your 
paper of this morning, Governor Colquitt mainly 
rested his defense for cettting the case of James 
M. Smith, as governor of Georgia, against Joho

COMPETITIVE RATBS. 


More About the Effect of Cirenlar 10. 
A representative ot THe CuNsTITUTION 
found Hon. Ailen Fort at the Kimeall 
house yesterday and questioned bim as to 
the position he'd by the people of Ameri- 
cus, in regard to circuar No. §0, issued by 
the railroad commissioners. 
With that calm, even tempered manner, 
so characteristis of the man, he answered 
every interrogatory in a pleasant off-band 
way. He stated that in his judgment the 
carrying out of that circular would cause 
Americus to lose at least $30,000 on the 
single articleof cotton alone, and not taking 
into account the damage resulting to the 
commerce of the city from trade directed 
from it. The Central railroad obtained con- 
trol, of the Southwestern and Macon and 
estern railroads in order to crush out 
competition, and Mr. Wadley for years past 
has held out that it was but one cuitinuous 
line. Now the effectof this circular is to 
make the Ceotral railroad and these division 
but ope continuous line to kill off compe 
tition, but several roads to increase its re- 
ceipts. Circular No. 10 is virtually an in- 
crease of 5U per cent. over former rates, for 
each division is allowed to charze local 
rates. Prior to circular No 10 the rate on 
cotton was 65 cents per bale from Americus 
Now they propose to place it 62 cents, but 
with rates unfixed at Albany and other 
competitive points. The Central railroad 
proposes to give a joint rate, with 5 cents 
per 100 pounds against Macon, bat this is 
too slight to resultin good. 

Yesterday, Messrs. U. B. Wilkinson, J. 
A. Hunter, P. H. Brewster, A.R Burdette, 
H.C. Arnold, L.F. Anderson and W. B. 
Orr, from Newuan, appeared before the 
board of railroad commissioners, seeking 
to obtain competitive rates for Newnan 
They will bave a hearing on August 31. A 
Macon and the Central and Suthewestern 
railroads joined issue with Fort Valley, 
Americus and other pointson the Southb- 
western railroad, and are to be heard on 
that day, we piesume the Atianta and 
West Point railroad, and other stations on 
that road besides Newnan, will be repre- 
sented also.

Beginning he said: ‘For the first time 
in the histo:y of the democratic party of 
Georgia it enters a political contest without 
a recognized leader, and with two avowed 
democrats contending for the high office 
of governor. It is impossible to exaggerate 
the great injury that may occur not only | 
to the state, but to the democracy of the 
whole land, by this fact. We must remem- 
ber that this is a presidential year, and that 
the interest of the whole country is at stake, 
and that there is but one way to counteract 
the evil influence thas brought to bear, and 
that is by the people of Georgia making a 
thorough investigation of tbe question and 
: by putting their condemnation on such 
acis. 

“I shall ask you to.believe nothing that 
I cannot prove, but if my yiews are sus- 
tained by facts and backed up by evidence, 


he whe dtsbelieves them dishonors himself ’ 

Mr. Smith then spoke of the nay | 
candidates and said that -personally he bh 
nothing against Governor Colquitt; that 
he washis friend, but that that was no 
reason why he should support bim for 
governor or nore why he. should not op- 

him. 

“In discussing this question to night,”’ 
Mr. Smith said, “I sbali not go back but 
two or three months. It won’ be neces- 
sary tg go further into the past. And first, 
the people will not soon forget the effect 
upon the public mind produced by the 
resignation of General Gordon. Not that 
he bad noright to resign, but the time 
and circumstances under whieh 
he resigned created the comme:t. 
Why did heresign just upon the eve ol 
the adjournment ot congress? No com 
plaint had ever been made about the inad- 
equacy of the pay. The people could not 
imagine why he should resign, and they 
had @ right to know why he id £0. Bat, 
no; they could not come tothe light’ and 
say why. And in connection therewith 
was the appointment ‘of ex Governor 
Brown to the position. Why should Brown 
be appointed? What right had he to the 
place? Were his democrafic. views clear 
enough td be made Georgia’s senator? True, 
he was reported to be acting in harmouy 
with the democratic party, but what is bis 
past record! Nuw, | don’t propose to criti- 
cise Governor Bruwn.. Therg's bo necessity, 
for he won’t be elected, anyhow,” 

Mr. Smith then referred to Governor Col- 
quitt’s religion, but did not propose to jeer 
atit. Hehada right to his religious views, 
he thought;-and said that all are responsi- 
ble to thesame tribunal. He then made 
reference to Governor Brown's past record. 
as a democrat, and arraigned his conduct 
directly after the war. He spoke of the 
diificulty between Gordon and Browo, and 
assigned this as another reason why the 
people should be astonished at the appuint- 
mentof Brown to a position vacated by 
Gordon. Governor Brown was  ac- 
cused of practicing deception upon 
the democratic party io the _ past. 
He said Governor Colquitt assigned as bis 
reason for appointing Brown that he 
thought him the best man for the place 
and added that this was a poor reason. 

The secrecy ofthe appointment, as he 
termed it, was closely criticised and the 
manner with which the appointment was 
received was discussed. ‘Here Governor 
Coiquitt did notact promptly,” Mr. Smith 
said. ‘‘Hesbouid have given pubiicity t» 
the whole transaction and thus avvided 
this whole controversy, but no, he must do 
as he did and now go before the a and 
ask a vindication on account of that ac- 
tion.”’ 

Reference was made to Governor Colquitt 
and General Gordon stumping the state, and 
asking for the former’s bpomination. The 
speaker said that together they traversed 
the country and appealed to the pride and 
prejudices of the people fora viudication, 
as it wascalled, ofthe charges of crime 
made against him. They referred to the 
people who justly opposed him as liars ‘and 
thieves. ‘Was this right?’ the speaker 
continued. §‘Saou'd a «nan who fills th: 
high position of governor call his oppot.ents 
liars and thicves? -Is it befitting the exalted 
office?’ Mr, Smith went on to say that 
Governor Colquitt had said that ifany one 
accused him of making the appointment for 
a moneyed consideration he would make 
the blood gush from their necks. The 
mails were flooded with. letters making 
strong appeals to the Christian people all 
over the state to rally to the “floating ban- 
ner of the Ming of Kings.” It was asserted 
that Coiquitt was. being persecuted for 
Christ’s sake; that opposition to Colquitt 
was opposition to religion, and that those 
who opposed him were infidels and skeptics. 
Then Mr. Smith spoke of the convention 
and the agreement of Governor Colquitt to 
abide by the action thereof, provided the 
two-thirds ruleshould be adopted as the law 
of nominations in that body. He said: 
“What obligation did he take upon him- 
seif when he authorized General Young, bis 
friend, © move the adoption of the two- 
thirds role in the convention? Now, I ask, 
in all candor of hig friends here to-night 
was not Governor Colquitt bound by this 
action, in morals, in honor and ig religion 
not to accept a candidacy unless conferred 
vy the convention under the two thirds 
rule? Was he not bound ip bonor, neither 
by himself nor friends to throw any obsta- 
cle in the way of a nomination by the iwo 
thirds rulein the convention? Did he not 
in effect say that it was the duty of the 
convention to makes nomiaation under the 
two-thirds rule? That the majority rule 
for nominating should not obtain in the 
convention? Was not he pledged in honor 
(O reject a candidacy unless tendered by a 
two thirds vote of the convention? 

Permit me to pause here a moment and 
inquire who was the disorganizer in this 
convention? Was it the governor who in- 
troduced the two-thirds rule in the conven- 
tion, and then abrogated that rule to accept 
of a candidacy under a different rule, or 
was. it the minority who accepted the gov- 
ernor’s’ two-thirds rule, and never claimed.

protested to the last, against its abrogation?

Passing on, the speaker came to the wild 
land question, and said: “The pext matter 
that I call your attention to is the wild land 
troubles which led to the impeachment 
and cenviction of Comptrolier-General 
Goldsmith. I here state that the reports of 
Comptroller-General Goldsmith fully 
pointed out to Governor Colquitt all the 
difficulties which environed the subject of 
the taxation of wild lands in the state of 
Georgia No person can read the report of 
this unfortunate official, made to the gov- 
ernor in the early part of 1878, without 
feeling that it was then his purpose to be 
honest. This report, in a very bricf but 
comprehensive way, pl the governor in 
possession Of all information p Lo se- 
cure justice to the tax-payers of the state. 
The facts showed that it wzs impossible, 
under the existing laws, to collect the taxes 
witbout doing great wrong to the honest 
people af the state of Georgia.”’ 

If you will turn to section seventy-five of 
the code of Georgia, you will fiud the gov- 
ernor is invested with power to suspend 
collecting of taxes until the next meeting 
ef the yeneral assembly. Supyos: the 
gover.uor, when he wes advi-ei in these 
wild laid troubles, bad exercised the 
power given him by law, aud had sus- 
pended the collection of these taxes; 
until the meeting of the legislature. Wou d 
be not have saved the state of Georgia aid 
his own administration from the terribie 
disgrace which fell upon them by the trial 
and conviction of poor Goldsmith? If the 
governor had done his duty would Gold- 
smith have been convicted ? 

The penitentiary lease system was next 
discussed. ‘The origin thereof and tke 
causes which led to the law establishing the 
same under Governor Bullock’s administra- 
tion were given. Heaiso said: Itwill be 
borne in mind that since the war the in- 
crease of felonies has been very great in 
this state. During filty years of the bisto- 
ry of the state penitentiary before the war 
the convicts then cost annually, over and 
ab ve all the meansof the institution, $210 
per capita. Atthe time the late lease 
contrac:s, which are so muc complained 
of, were made, the number of convicis 
were, say 1,300. Multiply this by 210and 
we have, say one fourth of a million of dol- 
lars. We certainly could not expect tosup- 
port convicts now for less than utider the 
old system. 

It is complained 
great abuses in the _ present sys- 
tem. This oe prepared in 
a measure to admit, but who is responsibie 
for these abuses? We are poor, and in this 
matter in a great measure the creatures of 
necessity. But is there necessity for abuses 
of thissystem? Let usinguire. If you will 
turn to the laws you will find that the gov- 
ernor of the state is empowered to correct 
every possible abuse i: the present system 
Ia the governor is invested by law power to 
inspect, not only at stated times but 
at = all times, the physical con- 
dition of the convicts. He can do 
this through +his_ principal keeper 
of the penitentiary. He may do it by any 
other ageats, and he bas a contingent fund 
to pay such agents. Hehas itin his power 
to ascertain whether they have been prop- 
erly treated; whether they have been prop- 
erly fed, clothed, and properly attended to 
in sickness. If in any of these respects the 
governor has failed to come up to the full 
measure of his duty, it is not because be 
lacked. power under the law, but because he 
has failed to discharge his duty. It is use 
less to discuss this question. If Alston's 
report be trae, the system ought to be abro-

Broom Corn. 


In reply tosome questions asked us. we 
state thata rich soil will produce a flourisn- 
ing growth of broom corn, and if the soil is 
par ys covered with clods, or new turned 

, Should be well rolied after deep plow- 
ing and harrowing have been performed. 
In sowing the they should distrib- 
uted with regularity, and at equal depths, 
to obviate cutting a second time. For a 
month after the germ sprouts the soil should 
be diligently cultivated and hoed, uniess 
re land is free from weeds, which other- 
ise rob the aa shoot of its nutrition and 
bap its very life. It should be tut while 
green, and when at slight pressure milk ex- 
nudes from the seed; if left later, the tips 
turn red or brown, and should the ripe 
standing corn receive a shower may even be- 
come black. Color will largely determine the 
value of the brash. Scraping and curli 
should be looked after. hen cut an 
carried to the sheds, they (the sheds) should 
be opened at the sides and ends for free cir- 
calation of air.
